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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the argument advance by the Applicant is not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues, "The references of record do not provide a motivation to replace the catalyst in Kaeding ... with the catalyst of Fina ..." 
The Examiner disagress because as stated in the body of the rejection Kaeding specifically discloses that natural zeolites may be 
converted to desired type of zeolite catalyst by treatments including steaming and alumina extraction (col. 6, lines 174-19). Kaeding did not 
dislcose the particulars of steaming and dealuminating from the zeolite. Fina was used to show the particulars of such treatment of zeolite. 
Therefore, one skilled in the art would apply the specific steaming/dealuminating steps of Fina to Kaeding since Kaeding broadly dislcoses 
steamlng/dealuminating natural zeolites to obtain a desired type of zeolite, i.e., zeolite catalyst having Si/AI mole ratio of at least 140, 
preferably 298to 2000. 

In view of the foregoing, the claimed invention is obvious over applied prior art. 
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
